THE  CLOVE  TREE.  ‘ 

How  the  tloU*  Are  Prepared  For  the  tie 
of  Coutiuvroe. 

The  clove  tree  is  a  native  of  the  Mo¬ 
lucca  isjauds  uud  helougs  to  tbo  far- 
spread  family  of  myrtle#.  It  ie  •  tall, 
very  handsome  evergreen,  with  #*nte, 
oblong  leaves  and  purplish  flowew, 
ranged  in  corymbs  ou  short  jointed 
■talks  The  flowers  ure  produced  iu 
great  profusion,  and  when  they  appear, 
which  ia  at  the  beginning  of  the  rainy 
seaJkm,  tjhey  are  iu  the  form  of  elongat¬ 
ed,  greenish  buds.  These  uncxpaiukd 
buds  are  tho  cloves  ad  commcrfe  which 
derive  t|ieir  uame  A»om  the  Spanish 
word  clfivo,  "a  nail.  "  so  called  from 
the  real  or  fancied  resemblance  of  the 
bud  to  ui  nail 

Sometimes  the  clove  fruit  app#|p8 
commerce  m  a  dried  state,  under  the 
name  of]  "mother  cloves  "  It 
odor  and  flavor  similar  to  cloves,  but  is 
much  weaker 

The  flower  buds  are  beaten  from  the 
tree  and  are  dried  by  the  smoke  o t  wood 
fires  and  afterward  by  the  sou  If 
finds  tvlnuiu  ou  the  trees,  the  aalicos 
gradually  swell,  the  embryo  seeds  en¬ 
large  aufi  the  pongeut  properties  Of  the 
cloves  are  to  a  great  degree  dissipated 

Cloves  consist  uf  two  purts.  a  round 
head,  which  is,  m  fact,  the  flower  rolled
